That the act of W illiam E. Wheeler 
in shooting Bernard Ruiz was not as 
cowardly as at Tfirst reported is in­ 
dicated by the stories of two broth­ 
ers, Oscar and Emerson Smith, aged 
12 and 14, who stood within twelve 
feet of the two men when the shot 
was Ared. 
'their stories also indi­ 
cate that a “dying statement” is not 
infallible. 
Ruiz’s statement, 
made 
when he 
thought he was about to 
die, 
was 
that Wheeler made him hold up his 
hands and then shot him. 
The two 
boys say that Ruiz was squared oft 
with his fists doubled to fight when 
Wheeler shot quickly, and then Ruiz 
threw up his banda „of his own ac­ 
cord and*cried out: 
“No more. 
No 
more.” ’ 
The evidence in the case puts a 
different light upon the entire story. 
Ruiz was the one who sought a quar­ 
rel, and not Wheeler. 
Wheeler tried 
to get away 
from 
Ruiz 
and 
his 
friends, but Ruiz followed 
him up. 
However, there seems to have been 
no excuse for the use of a revolver, 
and if Ruiz dies Wheeler w ill find 
himself with a murder 
charge 
to 
face and > himself in a different po 
sition. 
lf Ruiz lives Wheeler w ill be 
prosecuted for assault with a deadly 
weapon with intent to kill.

of Shortridge's most serious poises is 
when in a simile he describes Taft as 
Mt. Diablo. 
G illett^ explanation that 
it was the tru sts fend not the people 
who gaVe Pennsylvania to Roosevelt 
in a direct prim ary is equally enter­ 
taining. 
The demand is too great on the real­ 
ly capable cam paigning powers 
of 
both Shortridge 
and 
Gillett. 
The 
argum ents .th ey make are about the 
lam est exhibition ever seen in Cali­ 
fornia. 
They make the most of their 
ease, but their helplessness m akes all 
the clearer the flatness of the Taft 
candidacy. 
The incidental phase of the Taft 
cam paign easily crowds into first im­ 
portance. 
This 
underlying 
m ain­ 
spring—the hope of doing up Gover­ 
nor Johnson—is laid bare by Short- 
ridge. 
His capital points are that H. 
J. stands for “holy jum per,” and that 
Hiram Johnson not only m akes him 
"sick at heart but gives him Hie belly­ 
ache.” 
This is the sort of blending that is 
given to picturesque and som etimes 
dazzling flashes of oratory. 
There is much adjectival flow from 
Shortridge in behalf of T aft, but oth­ 
erw ise the orator dem onstrates that 
the field is barren of argum ent, for 
lie advances none. 
He does claim credit for Taft for 
the railroad rate regulation bill, but 
herein he is in conflict with ins co- 
Campaigner, Senator La Follette, who 
has described the m easure, in 
the 
form it em anated from the T aft ad­ 
m inistration, as “the greatest raid on 
the rights of the people 
ever 
a t­ 
tem pted.” 
G illette only punch is his appeal to 
gratitude for the president’s part in 
the 
Exposition 
contest. 
He 
says 
nothing of T aft’s riding the fence for 
many m onths and encouraging New 
O rleans to keep up a foolish and cost­ 
ly opposition. 
There is also the m at­ 
ter of tile hostility of Congressman 
McKinley, now T aft’s manager, who 
did much in blocking San Francisco. 
A fter all, there is question as to what 
that punch is worth. The day is pass­ 
ing when American citizens guage a 
statesm an by what lie can get out of 
the government for their own town of 
Podunk. 
At the Oakland meeting, addressed 
by Gillett and Shortridge. there were 
400 present in a theater of 1700 cap­ 
acity.

A general shake-up in prices mark* 
ed the beginning of the week in pro­ 
duce. Eggs dropped another half cent, 
and Inhere was a general reduction in 
potatoes from 25 to 50 cents a hun­ 
dredweight. 
Sweet potatoes advanced 50 cents, 
and onions declined 60 cents. Celery, 
which is on the season end, advanc­ 
ed to 94 and 94-50 a crate. Peas, ow­ 
ing to storms and 
other 
retarding 
weather 
conditions, advanced to 7 
aud io cents a pound. 
* The decided drop in potatoes is in 
keeling with a gradual increase in 
recd pts, in proportion to the demand 
and, favorable crop reports. 
Owing to increased receipts of new 
strawberry rhubarb, both that variety 
and1; the winter crimson declined 25 
cents a crate. 
Strawberries advanced 2 cents a 
basket on 
the top 
price, the new 
quotations being 6 and IO cents. The 
change was dqe to the arrival of a 
better quality o f berries, along 
with 
an Inferior quality that cannot 
be 
marketed for less than 5 cents. The 
market for lettuce was weak, owing 
to a large holdover from last week, 
with the usual receipts for Monday. 
Another reason for the weakness is 
that the quality just now is not first 
grade, but an improvement is antici­ 
pated by dealers, at which time they 
say the market will 
become 
more 
steady. 
Asparagus was steady. It was be­ 
lieved there would be a break in the 
prices yesterday, but oil account of an 
increase in the demand a big supply 
was worked off at quotations. 
Cucumbers were steady, there be­ 
ing a good demand at 92 for the best, 
grading down to 50 cents for the in­ 
ferior qualities. 
Receipts were normal, there being 
827 cases of eggs, 23,904 pounds 
of 
butter, 2218 pounds of cheese, 4797 
sacks of potatoes, 1660 sacks of on­ 
ions, and 240 sacks of beans.
